To the Honorable, the Legislature:

As requested 1999 Wsconsin Act 9and directed by the

Joint Legislative Audit Committee, we have completed an

evaluationof the activities an@xpenditures of gconsin’s

regionalhazardous materials (hazmat) response teams. This

evaluationwas undertaken and ¢mly completed before the
terroristattacks of Septembet,12001. In light of nationwide
concernsabout terrorisactivity involving weapons of mass
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destructionjncluding biological or chemical agents, have
issueda separate lettéo the Committee outlining the role of
hazmatteams in responding to terrorist threats ahd
availability of federal funding to enhancgate and local
preparedness.

Wisconsinhas a well-established response networ&iglit
regionalhazmat teams that are joinfiynded by the State and
by local fire departments. These teams are traimed
equippedo respond to incidents requiring thighest level of
skin and respiratory protection. i¥¢onsin’s statewide
response&overage, ongoing training of hazmat persorarel,
establishedesponse protocols and procedures provistdid
basefor current eforts to develo@mnd implement additional
plansto respond to potentigrrorist threats from chemical or
biologicalagents.

In fiscal year 2000-01, the State, through the Department of
Military Affairs, provided $1.4 million in general purpose
revenueto the regionahazmat teams. Mtonsins hazmat
expenditureshave been significantly highéhan those of
otherstates. The Legislature may wish to review the roles of
the hazmat teams and methods of allocating fumai®ng
them, as well as the possibility of developing alternative
funding sources for their activities.

We appreciate theourtesy and cooperation extended to us by
the eight regional responsteams and the Department of
Military Affairs. The Departmerg’response is Appendix 4.
